NOW IN SAGAMI DAY 


VICTORIOUS NAVAL 
UNITS ANCHORED SHORT 
DISTANCE FROM TOKYO

WITH ADMIRAL, HALSEY, In 


Sagaml Bay, Japan, Aug. 27.—(/P)— 
Led by Admiral Halsey's flagship, 
the Battleship Missouri, and im- 
pressive spearhead of Third fleet 
warships triumphantly entered Ja- 
pan's Sagaml Bay today and drop- 
ped anchor within 25 miles of To- 
kyo. 


Twelve hundred carrier planes 


roared overhead as great American 
and British battleships 
anchored 


two miles ofshore under the shadow 
of towering Fujiyama at 1:30 p. 
m., (11 p. m. Central War Time.) 


Minesweepers immediately began 


clearing a path to the Yokosuka 
naval base, 15 miles away by water 
and night miles by land cross Mi- 
11 ra peninsula from Katase town 
where the warships lay at rest. 


This Battleship Iowa came to a 


stop directly behind the Missouri. 


Tho victorious fleet was clearly 


visible to thousands of Japanese 
along the shore between Katase and 
Chlgaskl. 


American and British 
seamen, 


their faces and shirts moist with 
perspiration, lined decks for their 
first good look at the clearly vis- 
ible Japanese coastline. 


To Enter Tokyo Bay. 


The first units of Halsey's occu- 


pation 
forco, under Rear Adm. 


Oscar C. Badger, will enter Tokyo 
Bay tomorrow through two and a 
half-mile wide Uraga Strait, lined 
with 116 major caliber guns. 


Two hours before entering Sa> 


gaml Bay, the Missouri took aboard 
the Japanese emissaries. 


Tha Japanese reported progress 


made in mlnesweeping both Sagaml 
and Tokyo bays and received in- 
structions for preparations to be 
made for Thursday's landings on 
Yokosuka.

And these are 
weapons as superior to those 
of the Japanese as the Japs' 
own weapons are superior to 
the bows and arrows of their 
ancestors. 


Against the terrific atom- 


ic weapons provivded by 
our scientists, they are help- 
less. The smallest of weap- 
ons, the atom, becomes the 
greatest, and science, which 
develops them, becomes su- 
preme.

My first impression was that 
the Filipino Guerillas were coming 
in after us, or that the Japs were 
going to kill nil the prisoners when 
the firing started, but it was only 
a few minutes until we knew what 
was taking place. Two American 
soldiers came up to me and asked 
where the guards were, and told 
me to head for the main gate, that 
1 was liberated, and we would have 
to get out fast. I told them of sev-
